Historic Hope Plantation in Windsor, North Carolina, was built about 
1800 by David Stone who was both a Representative and a Senator in the united 
States Congress and Governor of North Carolina (1808-1810). The mansion is 
now owned by Historic Hope Foundation, Inc., and is opened to the public as a 
house museum. The period furnishings are based on Stone's estate inventory. 
Open Tuesdays-Saturdays 10:00-4:00 and Sundays 2:00 to 5:00. Admission is 
$1.50 for adults and .75 for children. Windsor is at the junction of us 13 
and US 17. From there take US 13 By Pass to junction with NC 308 and turn west.
